The delegates, representing thirty- 
three patriotic organizations and so- 
cieties of women from Maine to Cal- 
ifornia, were welcomed by Mrs. Al- 
fred J. Brousseau, president general 
of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution.

Population Is Impressed 
‘Raids’ on Panama Waterway 
in Recent War Game.

NIA, in Panama Bay, Jan. 29.—Like 
chickens coming home to roost, 
after the recent war game destroy- 
light cruisers, aircraft carriers 
and scouting, fighting and bombing 


airplane squadrons are now drifting 
into Panama Bay. At the moment 
the outstanding impression here is 
the astonishment of the _ civilian 
population over the apparent ease 
with which all the locks of the Pan- 
ama Canal were reached § and 
“bombed” from the ‘‘enemy’’ air- 
plane carrier well over 100 miles at 
sea, far beyond the zone of effec- 
tively dependable mines and_ sub- 
marines. 

A battleship ‘‘attack’’ on the canal 
by long-range direct gunfire like that 
of the concluding phase of the 
problem is held to be impossible 
under actual war conditions, owing 
to mine fields and submarines; but 
residents of the Canal Zone cannot 
thus dispose of the air ‘‘attack.’’ A 
local paper, commenting editorially, 
derives consolation from the thought 
that in war time the ‘attacking’ 
Black fleet would be 
with the Blue in the defense of the 
canal. 

While issuing no 
publication, naval 
doubtedly highly gratified by the 
work of all units in both forces. 
Especially encouraging is the fact 
that air and submarine operations 
of such magnitude were carried out 
without loss of life and a minimum 
of accidents. 

Perhaps the greatest satisfaction 
among naval officers is due to the 
almost perfect work of the air forces 
operating in both the ‘‘offense’’ and 
‘“‘defense’’ in the problem. This is 
considered a complete vindication 
of the contention that navy flying 
ought to be left entirely in the hands 
of naval-trained personnel. It is 
argued that sailors lacking full train- 
ing could not anticipate movements 
of ships or extricate themselves from 
sea crashes as can naval fliers. Ad- 
vantages of the navy’s control of its 
own flying were made clear as never 
before, it is said. Tur TIMES corre- 
spondent is reliably informed that a 
Sikorsky plane launched from the 
aircraft carrier Aroostook of the 
Black fleet for an overland flight 
‘“‘bombed”’ the Gatun locks of the 
canal on Saturday morning under 
the command of Lieutenant Pawli- 
lowski, with a chief aviation pilot 
named Balski and an aviator ma- 
chinist mate named Umpski.

Premier de Rivera Announces 
Suppression of Revolt 
Starting in Army. 


MUTINEERS HELD ONE CITY 


Artillery Regiment Took Control 
of Ciudad Real, but Yielded 


to Government Forces. 


WHOLE COUNTRY TRANQUIL 


Seditious Movement Has Manifested 
itself Chiefly in the South— 
Light Punishment Promised.

MADRID, Jan. 29.—Another revo- 
lutionary plot has failed signally in 
Spain. At the opening of a short 
session ef the National Assembly to- 
day Geueral Primo de Rivera, the 
Premier and Dictator, frankly stated 
that a conspiracy for a nation-wide 
rebellion had been discovered before 
it could get under way anywhere 
except in Ciudad Real, 100 miles’ 
south of the capital, where one reg- 
iment of light artillery revolted. The 
rebels controlled the city for several | 
hours. 
Cannon had been placed at al! stra- 
tegic points and the civil police of 
Ciudad Real were compelled to sur- 
render all authority. The rebels con- 
trolled all the lines of communica- 
tion, including the railway station. 
The Dictator said prompt measures 
already had been taken to suppress 
the revolt, but assured his audience 
that only officers would be punished. 
The men in the ranks who simply 
followed the orders of their ‘‘mis- 
guided superiors’’ would not be held 
responsible. he declared. The Pre- 
mier blandly assured the Assembly 
that the situation would be thorough- 
ly adjusted before the end of its 
three-day session. 


Rest of Country Tranquil. 


Reports received in Madrid, the 
Premier said, gave ample assurance 
that order and tranquillity prevailed 


* 4n all other parts of Spain. 


After the Premier’s appearance be- 
fore the Assembly an official buile- 
tin, issued over his signature, an- 
mounced that the government had 
easily become master of the situa- 
tion at Ciudad Real. 

The first news of the affair came 
when Primo de Rivera arrived at 
the National Assembly this afternoon 
anu made the following statement: 

“The government believes it a duty 
jn loyaity to the assembly and to the 
country to state that to the constant 
attempts being made to put difficul- 
ties in the government’s path and to 
produce disorder—which, thanks to 
the zeal of the authorities, the vigi- 
lance of the police and the patriotism 
of the military institutions, together 
with the subdmissiveness of the na- 
tion, have been overcome—there has 
now been added an outbreak timed 
for last night all over Spain, which 
has signally failed everywhere except 
at Ciudad Real, where the First Reg- 
iment of light artillery in the garri-

companions who took off from Long 


airplane Dawn and were never seen 
again, has been found in a message | 
contained In a bottle washed ashore 
here. 


The bottle was found by Charlton 
Hatfield, a Salem Willows boy, in| 
Salem Harbor. The message, written | 
in pencil on a piece of yellow note 
paper, said: ‘1928. We are freezing. | 
Gas leaked and we are drifting off 
Grand Banks. Grayson.” 

Several previous messages purport- | 
ing to have been written by members 
of the crew of the Dawn have been 
picked up along the New England 
coast. After the disappearance «* the 
Grayson plane, Coast Guard vessels 
conducted a search between Cape 
Cod and the Grand Banks without 
discovering any trace of the missing 
plane.

DEWEY LAUDS POLAND | 
FOR STEADY PROGRESS 


American Financial Adviser, at = 


Luncheon in His Honor Here, 
Tells of Rapid Recovery. 


The devastation in Poland caused | 
by the war amounted to $1,800,000,000 | 
and the nation now is making steady 
progress in wiping out that stagger- 
ing loss through intelligent direction 
of affairs, according to Charles S. 
Dewey, American fimancial adviser 
to the Polish Government, who spoke 
vesterday at a luncheon given in his 
honor at the Bankers Club by the | 
American Polish Chamber of Com-| 
merce. As an example of the level- 
headedness of the population, Mr. 
Dewey said that, aithough Poland 
was the closest neighbor to Soviet 
Russia, ‘‘the Soviets have publicly 
stated that they have made less prog- 
ress in two countries, the United 
States and Poland, than in any other | 
sections of the world with their} 
propaganda, and it takes a sober-| 
minded, steady race to stand up) 
against the insidious propaganda | 
that the Third International passes 
out.” 

After pointing out the tremendous 
losses caused by the war, Mr. Dewey | 
said that the results of that destruc- 
tion must be replaced. The recon- 
struction means new machinery, new 
articles that cannot be manufactured 
in Poland itself and therefore must 
be imported. This need has brought 
about the present unfavorable bal-| 
ance of trade. 

“The credit of Poland is improv- 
ing,” Mr. Dewey said. “She now 
has the power to offset an unfavor-| 
able balance of trade, which I be- 
lieve will exist, but in decreasing 
amounts, for perhaps several years 
to come, until she has made up her 
war losses, which she was unable to, 
make up in years prior due to lack 
of proper credit.’’

Relatives of Mrs. Woodward includ- 
ing her mother, were also onthe dock. 
They were to have assisted in the 
identification of Mr. Woodward so 
writ could be served. The de- 
tectives and the attorney announced 
they would wait on the pier until 
Woodward and the children 
walked down the ship’s gangplank. 
At a late hour they were still wait- 
ing.

Manton Davis Sees No Proof 


That Universal Can Succeed 
in Country-Wide Service. 


HOLDS CHANNELS TOO FEW 





His Own Company Would Want a 
Thousand Stations to Attempt Plan, 


He Tells House Committee. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—With 
protracted hearings on the extension 


of the life of the Federal Radio Com-| : 


mission nearly completed by the 
House Merchant Marine Committee, 
announcement was made today by 
Senator Watson, chairman of the} 
Senate Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee, having charge of radio legisla- 
tion in that body, that his committee 
will open hearings on the same sub- 
ject on Monday 

Colonel] Manton Davis, vice presi- 


dent and general counsel of the) ,;,, 


Radio Corporation of America, con- 
tinued his testimony before’ the 
House Committee today. He de- 
clared the best radio engineers in the 
country said that the laboratory ex- 
periments carried on by the Univer- 
sal Wireless Communications Com- 
pany, which has received the award | 
of forty short wave channels, did not | 
prove that the system would be prac- 
tical in actual communication work. 

Colonel Davis, under cross-examina- 
tion, told the committee he held the 


opinion, based on information ob-| ' 


tained from radio engineers, that it 


was impossible at this time to estab- 
lish a comprehensive radio com- 
munications service in the United 


States. By this he meant, he said, 
anything comparable with the West- 
ern Union or the Postal. 

Colonel Davis denied a statement 
™made by Representative Davis of 
Tennessee during cross-examination, 
that the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica one time spurned short waves 
and continued to spurn them until! 
the amateurs of the country had ob- 
tained good results from them. 

Colonel Davis testified that his 
company was not desirous of giving 
the country a service of 110 stations, 
as lanned by the Universal, put 
1,010, and even more, as soon as 
radio conditions would allow it. He, 
asserted that the stations for this 
work would need a day-and-night 
Wave and that there were not waves 
enough for that purpose. 

Colonel Davis asserted that a state- 
ment issued by Radio Commissioner 
Lafount at the time the short wave 
allocations were made public showed 
that he did not understand the ap- 
Plication filed with the Radio Com- 
mission by the Radio Corporation of 
America for transcontinental ser- 
vice. He testified that the Western 
Union, which handles traffic for the 
Radio Corporation inland for the 
Pacfic wireless communication, and | 
the Postal Company, which handles 
the transatlantic inland service, re- 
ceived 8 to 10 per cent of the trans- 
oceanic rates in addition to the regu- 
lar rate for point-to-point traffic. 

He said this was not right and was 
the reason why his company was try- 
ing to erect stations to handle the 
inland transoceanic traffic. 

Eugene O. Sykes, vice chairman of 
the Radio Commission, another wit- 
ness today, teld in considerable de- 
tail what the commission had done 
since the Davis amendment was en- 
acted. 

Judge Svkes held that the commis- 
gion should be extended as an ad- 
ministrative body, and that it had 
combined with the law, although some 
details still must be worked out, sich 
as equalization of power between 
gones on cleared channels.
